WRHAPS you did not know it, but the 
author of “ Elizabeth and her German 
Garden " hase written a novel. It ts 
called ‘The Benefactress "—that . is 
. what, in our gratitude, we cal! “ Eliza- 
beth "'—and is a novel of considerabie length, 
something like a hundred thousand words. 
Twice that mrany would not be too many 
from the pen of this delightful writer. Tam 
anxious to see what she will do ina new vein. 
That she will tell an enttertaining story is 
a foregone conclusion. The benefactress her- 
self, from whom the book takes its title, is 
a young Englishwoman who has a fortune 
left her by a Germen refative, and who 
}| goes to Germany to spend it. The story of 
her life in a quiet German village forms the 
subject of the story. I can see in advance 
just how Elizabethan the treatment is goink 
to'be, and I am impatient to get a copy of 
the book in my hends. When I do, woe de- 
tide any one who interrupts me in my pursuit 
of happiness.

Lord Rosebery is par the only statesman 
to write of Napoleon Bonaparte. The Hon. 
Thomas EB. Watson has a life of that great 
man on the press. Weare told that Mr. Wat- 
son approaches his subject “ from a popular 
and democratic point of view.’ After read- 
ing this author’s “‘ History of France,’ I 
am quite ready to believe this statement. 
It is upon Napoleon's péreonality that Mr. 
Watson lingers, and his statesmanship is 
dwelt upon rather than his generalship. So 
long as Napoleon was the organizer of liber- 
alism, his new biographer argues, he re- 
ceived the support of the French nation, His 
downfall began when he came to terms With 
the Pope, and put France again under the 
heel of Rome, created a new hereditary no- 
bility, and married the daughter of the Aus- 
trian Emperor. Here, to quote from Mr. 
Watson: 

“* Napoleon’s system changed: and he 
shifted his supports from rock to sand. MNa- 
poleon’s continental system is treated as he 
intended it—a measure to compel conti- 
nenta! Europe to manufacture its own goods, 
and thus cut the ground from under British 
mercantile supremacy.” The far-sightedness 
of this move, as shown by recent interna- 
tional development, is claimed by Mr. Watson 
@s strong proof of Napoleon's astuteness. 
His conception of Napoleon is that he was 
the greatest of men, surpassing in all-roynd 
capacity Frederick, Cesar, or Alexander; 
that -his was essentially the noblest 
of ambitions—namely: a craving to 
improve, to e¢mbellish, to develop, 
and to benefit Whatever nation Na- 
poleon subdued he bettered, says Mr. 
Watson, and wherever he laid his hands 
abuses fell. He was eminently human and 
humane, cruel where his policy was con- 
cerned, but personally kind, considerate, ca- 
pable of pity, of sympathy, and of friend- 
of loyalty and 


Mr. Watson's publishers give us timely 
warning as to their author's historical in- 
terpretation which they think may raise 
discussion, but they reassure ups ‘‘ as to the 
graphic readableness of his work.” On this 
subject we have no fear. As a historian 
Mr, Watson shares the field with the novel- 
ist. Indeed I can name any number of his- 
torical novels that cannot compare with his 
histories for genuine entertainment. He 
takes his sabject by the heels and drags 
it along with such force that the readlér is 
kept breathless in trying to keep up in the 
race across the of history.
